The rat-souled burgomaster of 
the Nazi town of Oberwilzingen 
tortured him trying to make him 
reveal information about the 
American advance. When he 
would not speak, but instead, 
lunged for the burgomaster, de- 
spite the fact that his hands were 
tied behind his back, the cowardly 
Nazi shot Capt. Erle Cocke twice, 
once in the stomach and once in 
the hip. 

CLUNG TO LIFE 

How he lived no one knows, The 
defgails are meager. He was cap- 
tured on April 23, and liberated 
May 12 by the advance of the 
French First Army. They did 
what they could for him. He 
reached an American general hos- 
pital on May 16. On May 24 he 
was evacuated from the hospital, 
by train, to Cherbourg. This means 
that he will in all probability leave 
by hospital ship. The details don’t 
gav if it was an airport or seaport. 


i. some other details from the 
few that have been received by 
his father, who is president of the 
Fulton National Bank and a vet- 
eran of the first World War. 

Capt. Cocke was leading a

Political 
Crisis in 
Italy Looms 


Issue Brought to Head 
By Socialist Leader's 
Violation of Rules 


ROME, May 25.—(UP)—Pietro 
Nenni, Socialist leader mentioned 
prominently as prospective pre- 
mier in place of Ivanoe Bonomi, 
Was arrested near Milan today for 
addressing workers in violation of 
Allied army regulations, and a na- 
tional political crisis was threaten- 
ed as a result. 

A United Press dispatch report- 
ing Nenni’s arrest by British au- 
thorities said it was believed Pal- 
miro Togliatto, Communist lead- 
er, might also be arrested for ad- 
dressing workers, also in the Mi- 
lan area.. 

Truckloads of heavily armed 
Partisans stormed newspaper 
stands throughout turbulent Mi- 
lan today and seized copies of the 
newspaper Corriere d’Informazi- 
oni and burned them in public. 

Yesterday, the Milan Commu- 
nist newspaper Unit asserted that 
Corriere—formerly the Corriere 
Della Sera—was not an “informa- 
tion” newspaper but “reactionary 
in the old Fascist vein.” 


SIX-POINT PROGRAM 

Just before news of Nenni’s ar- 
rest, the six. dominant Italian 
political parties had announced 
agreement on a six-point program 
for a new government. 

There was no agreement on a 
new premier; but 52-year-old Nen- 
ni, secretary of the Italian Social- 
ist party, was a prominent can- 
didate. 

Nenni was arrested at Vercelfi, 
386 miles west of Milan, for ad- 
dressing an outdoor meeting. To- 
gliatti spoke at Novara, 25 miles 
west. Both tewns are in Lom- 
bardy, which the Allies have not 
aga over to Italian administra- 
ion. 

Togliatti tried to speak Tues- 
day at Sesta San Giovanni near 
Milan. After addresseing workers 
in a hall, he went to a balcony 
to speak to workers outside who 
shouted for him. As he began to 
speak, American military police 
stopped him, reminding him out- 
door meetings were forbidden.

Political leaders had been per- 
mitted to visit the north for one 
week with t*e provision that th 
could only contact local party lead- 
ers in anticipation of the cabinet 
reshuffle, which may now be post- 
poned, ° 

Other leaders had returned to 
Rome. Right wing men among 
them said that Nenni knew he 
would be arrested if h. spoke out- 
doors and hinted that he might 
like the publicity h~ would get by 
his arrest. 

News of Nenni’s arrest was 
made public shortly 2fter Alcide 
de Gasperi, head of the Christian 
Democratic party, indicated his 
willingness .o make an all-out 
fight against selection of a Social- 
ist as premier. 

The six domirant Italian polit- 
ical parties disclosed their agree- 
ment on a six-point program for 
anew government replacing the 
one headed by Bonomi, but there 
was no agreement on who might 
head it. 

Points of the proposed new gov- 
ernment program include aban- 
donment of the armistice regime 
and establishment of bilateral 
pacts of friendship with the Allies; 
safeguardiag of Italian borders 
and efforts to negotiate problems 
in free consultation with neigh- 
bors; speedup of a devision on the 
question of retaining the mon- 
archy; the revival of elections and 
other democratic functions; a 
speedup of the proceedings against 
Fascists, and the protection of pri- 
vate initiative in reorganizing the 
country’s production fc.ces.

United Press said the B-29s show- 
ered more than 4,000 tons of 
bombs into the heart of modern 
Tokyo, reporting nine square miles 
were left aflame and adding that 
returning airmen believed the Im- 
perial palace had been set afire.

Hodges Greeted, 
McNair Honored 
In Washington 


WASHINGTON, May 25.—(UP) 
The Army welcomed a returning 
hero general today and honored 
another who will never come 
back. 

Gen. Courtney H. Hodges, whose 
U. S. First Army was the first to 
invade Germany and first to cross 
the Rhine, flew here from Atlanta 
‘where fellow Georgians gave him 
a roaring welcome yesterday, to 
confer with War Department offi- 
cials, presumably in connection 
with redeployment of his army to 
the Pacific. 

Two hours later he joined with 
other high military officials in the 
dedication of a memorial plaque 
to Lt. Gen. Lesley J. McNair, for- 
mer Army ground forces. chief 
who was killed accidentally last 
summer by an American bomb in 
France. 

Gen. Marshall, Army chief of 
staff, led the tribute td McNair.

Stalin Admits Errors, 
Thanks Reds for Trust 


By EDDY GILMORE. 
MOSCOW, May 25.—(4)—Admitting that the Soviet high command 
had made no few mistakes in the dark days of 1941-42, Premier 


Stalin told a gala victory banquet 


last night it was the trust of the 


Russian people in their government that proved the decisive force 


in crushing Germany. 

Vodka glas~ in hand, the happy 
leader told a great gathering in 
the Hall oz St. George in the Krem- 


lin palace that the Red army 
reeled back before the first rush of 


of villages and cities, “because 
there was no other course.” 


“Other people could have said 
to their government: ‘You have 
not fulfilled our expectations—go | 
away and we will set up another 
government which will make 
peace with Germany and secure 
us,’”’ Stalin told the crowded hall. 


“DECISIVE FORCE” 


“But the Russians did not take 
to this,” he continued, “because 
tr y believed in the soundness of 
the politics of their government 
and made sacrifices in order to 
guarantee the defeat of Germany. 
And this trust of the Russian peo- 
ple in the Soviet government 
proved to be the decisive force 
which guaranteed the historic vic- 
tory over the enemy of humanity 
—over Fasvism. 


“Thanks to them.” said the 


beaming marshal, raising his glass, 
“thanks to the Russian people for 


this trust.” A tremendous roar 
filled the hal. 

The victory celebration was at- 
tended by all the leaders of the 
Soviet Union, by mazshals and 
front commanders, by famous in- 
ventors and heroes of all ranks. 
It began at 8 p. m., and the final 
a pw was drunk at about day- 
light. 

MOLOTOV TOASTS POLES 

The only foreigners present 
were a ,roup of Polish miners, 
who last week delivered a train- 
load of coal to Moscow as a pres- 
ent. Fore'gn Minister Vyacheslav 
Molotov offered’ a toast in their 
honor, hailing a “Soviet-Polish 
friendship which should serve as 
an example of the unbreakable 
friendship of the Slav ples.” 

Molotov toasted Stalin as the 
leader “who has brought our peo- 
ple to their great victory, a vic 
tory unparaleled in history.”

Underwood Overrules 
Motion for Calvert Mistrial 


After Judge E. Marvin Underwood overruled a government motion 
for a mistrial in the conspiracy cases of Robert A. Calvert, of the 
Calvert Iron Works, and Herbert Constangy, at a session last night in 
United States District court, the prosecution rested its case, and argu- 


ments are scheduled to begin at 9 a. 


M. Neal Andrews, U. S. attor- 
ney, made the motion on the 
grounds that the conduct of the 
case had been prejudicial to the 
government. The motion came 
after several FBI agents had been 
introduced in rebuttal to state- 
ments made by Calvert and Con- 


stangy when they took the stand 
to deny that they had conspired 
to evade the draft laws. 
ACCUSES FBI 

In his statement yesterday Cal- 
vert said he had “every,reason to 
believe” an FBI agent stole the 
memorandum made in the sum- 
mer of 1944 indicating the amount 
of Constangy’s pay money appro- 
priated by Calvert for a business 
trip. 

Calvert made his accusation dur- 
ing cross-examination by Andrews, 
and repeated it several times, al- 
though he also told Andrews the 
memorandum was missing when 
he returned from the business trip 
three or four days later. The FBI 
agent's first visit to the plant for 
the purpose of investigating Con- 
stangy'’s draft status was made in 
December, some three or four 
months later. 

“Do you mean that the agent 
ransacked your desi, and got that 
memorandum?” asked the district 
attorney. 

“T have every recson to believe 
he got it or caused it to be got- 
ten,” replied Calvert. 

Calvert also accused the FBI of 
failing to take down his complete 
statement concerning charges that 
Constangy was obtaining draft de- 
ferments cs an essential war work- 
er between September, 1943, and 
November, 1944, although he was 
not actually working at the Cal- 
vert Iron Works. : 

SIGNED STATEMENT 

“But you signed the statement, 
didn’t you?” Andrews demanded, 
“and you initialed every erasure, 
strike-out and change made in the 
original copy written in your pres- 
ence by one of the FBI agents?” 

“Yes, I read it hurriedly and 
signed it,” Calvert responded. “I 
thought I was giving them a state- 


ment for ‘heir own use only, and| » 


that they would be fair. It didn’t 
seem particularly important at the 
time.” 

Following Calvert’s testimony, 
Constangy was called to the stand. 
During direct examination by his 
attorney, W. Paul Carpenter, he 
flatly denied the existence of any 
conspiracy to evade military serv- 
ice and testified that since he was 
indicted last February he has 
tried to get his draft board to in- 
duct him. 

Constangy, tall, thin and balding, 
rocked back and forth in the wit- 
néss chair, and frequently sipped 
water throughout his testimony. 

He told .che jury his draft board 
suggested in April, 1943, that he 
get a defense job and he would 
not be drafted. Constangy said 
he went to work at the Bell bomb- 
er plant as a dispatcher, but the 
distance he had to travel and the 
night work on the _ grave-yard 
shift were ruining his health. He 
became irritable and nervous and 
lost a great deal of weight, Con- 
stangy said. 
SUGGESTED JOB 

In September, 1943, a friend 
suggested that he apply for a 
daytime job at Calvert Iron 
Works, and soon afterward he 
went to work at the Calvert 
plant, the defendant testified, 
keeping records, checking mate- 
rials in the yards and doing gen- 
eral clerical work. 

“T quit when I notified my 
draft board I ‘was no longer em- 
ployed at Calvert,” Constangy 
stated upon cross-examination by 
Andrews. 

“When was that?” 
asked, 

“Dec. 2, 1944,” Constangy an- 
swered. 

Previous witnesses for the gov- 
ernment and the defense had tes- 
tified they saw Constangy work- 
ing at the plant for varying 
lengths of time, none later than 
May or June, 1944. 

Constangy admitted that he 
was absent from the plant a great 
deal after May or June, due to 
illness, and did little work except 
to go to his jewelry store a few 
hours each day. He did not no- 
tify the plant or his draft board 
of his intention to return to work 
after he recovered, he said, be- 
cause “I considered myself still 
employed there.” 

Constangy said he finally no- 
tified his draft board that he was 
no longer employed by Calvert 
after the FBI investigation be- 
gan and an agent told him he was 
violating the law by remaining

clared. “I wrote my draft board 
a card and told them I was no 
longer at the defense plant.

Petain Wants 
Adm. Leahy 
To Help Him 


PARIS, May 25.—(UP)—Mar. 
Shal Henri Philippe Petain asked 
today that Adm. Leahy, Ameri- 
can representative on the com- 
bined chiefs of staff at Washing- 
ton, come to France to testify in 
his defense against charges that 
he collaborated with the Germans. 
Leahy was American ambassador 
to Vichy France. 

Petain was under preliminary 
questioning when he handed the 
examining magistrates a letter ad- 
dressed to Leahy, asking him to 
come here to testify either during 
the present examination or at his 
expected trial before the high 
court about June 15. 

Gen. Paul Mangeot, 75, was sen- 
tenced to death today on treason 
charges as a former military com- 
mentator for Paris papers during 
the occupation. 

White-haired, frail and bent, 
Mangeot said he attended Ger- 
man military conferences here 
during the occupation in order to 
get information so he could pass 
it on to the Allies.

Johnny Jones, 67-year-old Augus- 
ta lawyer convicted by a Fulton su- 
perior court for subornation of per- 
jury, has been paroled by the State 
Board of Pardons and Paroles in 
an unusual action. 

By a 2-to-l vote, the board made 
exception to its rule requiring one- 
third of a sentence to have been 
served before a prisoner would be 
eligible for parole.

Will the San Francisco Conference Plans Usher in This Peace Era? 
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To Ratify Bretton Woods Agreement 


The House Banking Committee, by an 
overwhelming vote of 23 to 3, this week 
voted out legislation authorizing U.S. par- 
ticipation in the international economic 
program visualized in the Bretton Woods 
agreements. 


The committee vote on the Bretton 
Woods legislation is especially encourag- 
ing inasmuch as no less than eight Re- 
publican congressmen voted with the ma- 
jority, thus indicating that there is little 
need for fear that this all-important pro- 
gram will be stifled by partisan politics. 


The Bretton Woods legislation comes 
up for debate on the floor of the house 
next week with leaders of both parties 
agreed that opposition will be almost 
negligible. The senate, which’ will provide 
a sterner test, is expected to approve the 
program when it reaches that body later. 

All of which is highly commendable; 
congressional reaction to the Bretton 
Woods program is generally regarded as 


an accurate criterion of America’s willing- 
ness to participate wholeheartedly in or- 
ganizations of international scope and in- 
terest. 


There has been some objection to the 
quota which this nation has been set for 
participation in the world bank and in- 
ternational currency stabilization funds. 
We have tentatively agreed to subscribe 
approximately a third of the bank’s nine- 
billion-dollar capital and a fourth of the 
monetary fund’s $8,800,000,000 pool. But 
the fact remains that we have acquired the 
lion’s share of the world’s negotiable assets 
and that the success of any such stabiliza- 
tion units depends in large measure on our 
willingness to put up a goodly share of its 
working capital. 

Ratification of the Bretton Woods 
agreements by congress will serve as reas- 
suring evidence that the United States 
has no intention of returning again to 
narrow isolationism. 


Admissions of Defeat by Nipponese 


Japan isn’t yet quitting the war, may 
not quit it, but Japan is admitting defeat 
in her peace feelers, all rejected. 


As evidence of her fear for her home- 
land is the peace feeler through Moscow 
in which Russian diplomats have been 
asked to feel out China about a separate 
peace. Japan is ready to evacuate all of 
China, retaining only Manchukuo, and will 
sign an immediate friendship pact. Com- 


ing now, there is no chance of the Chinese 
government accepting it. 


Japan knows she is doomed. She will 
try every trick to avoid the awful fact of 
the implacable will of the Allies for un- 
conditional surrender. Meanwhile she 
advertises to the world her knowledge of 
defeat by peace feelers, by radio warnings 
to her people, and by actions on the islands 
where they fight. 


Britons Prepare To Vote Again s 


Resignation of Winston Churchill as 


Prime Minister became a necessary for- 
mality, a preliminary step to the election 
of a new British parliament and a new 
government, when the Labor party with- 
drew from the coalition government which 
was formed for the more efficient prose- 
cution of the war. 


Under the British system of parlia- 
mentary democracy, the leader of the gov- 
ernment, who is also the leader of the 
majority party in commons, resigns when 
he loses the confidence of parliament. In 


normal times this means when he fails to | 


secure a majority vote on a major issue. 


Under the circumstance of a coalition 
government in which all parties are repre- 
sented, the withdrawal of any party natu- 
rally and automatically dissolves that gov- 
ernment. The prime minister and his 
cabinet then tender their resignations, a 
general election is called and the people 
thus decide the party to which they wish 
to entrust government leadership for the 
future. 


Winston Churchill has been asked by 
the King, as another formality, to form 
a temporary, interim government to act 
until after the general election, which wil 
probably take place early in July, deter- 
mines which party shall hold the majority 
in parliament, hence which shall head the 
government. After that election the leader 
of the majority party will become prime 
minister and will select his cabinet. 


The election coming this summer does 
not indicate any weakening in the British 
government. Rather it is a demonstration, 
at tk crucial time, of the true democratic 


principle and an evidence—just as was our 
presidential election in 1944—of the 
strength of democracy. 


Winston Churchill is leader of the Con- 
servative party. If that party retains, by 
the election, its majority in commons, he 
will, in all probability, again become 
prime minister. On the other hand, if the 
Labor party secures the majority, there 
will be a prime minister and a cabinet 
made up of outstanding members of that 
affiliation. Clement Atlee is leader of the 
Labor party. He has been deputy prime 
minister in the coalitior government. 


The’ new government will stay in 
power only so long as it holds the con- 
fidence of parliament. A defeat on a ma- 
jor issue, at any time, calls for the resig- 
nation of the government and a general 
election, at which the issue which brought 
about the defeat is the main issue before 
the voters. Thus a British government 
may stay in power for any length of time, 
as long as it retains the confidence of 
parliament. Its life may be for years, or 
for only a few days. 


The situation in Britain today is but 
one more demonstration of a working de- 
mocracy. 


There will now be a political campaign 
in which, undoubtedly, much oratorical 
heat will develop. We in America must 
remember, when we hear of statements 
made by candidates over there, that may 
tend to irritate our national sensitivity, 
that they mean no more than did similar 
statements made by some of our candi- 
dates in the election of 1944. It will be 


merely the exercise—perhaps the abuse— 


of the fundamental right of free speech. 


They Now Tell the 
Story of ‘the Queens’ 


In the late summer of 1943 a group of war 

™ travelers left an early-morning train at Gren- 
ee nock, Scotland, and after passage through the 
careful security officers, reached the dock. 


There in the busy Clyde was anchored a huge ship, painted a 
battleship gray. There was no name on her. 

“It’s the Mary or the Elizabeth,” said one of the Englishmen in 
the group. 

It was the Queen Mary. 

We boarded her within two hours, waiting the while beneath a 
shed while a sleety rain fell drearily and unrelentingly. 


We were anchored there all that afternoon. Report had it we 
sailed at dusk. We didn’t. We remained there all night. Before 
night we knew about the carpenters. They were working on the 
upper deck. There were signs in Dutch, pasted here and there, 
providing directions to mess halls, offices, and so on. (Those car- 
penters were put on a small boat and kept there until the “Mary” 
reached port.) 


Rumors began. The Dutch Queen was on board. She was not 
on board but would return from New York or Canada. Late that 
night we heard it was Mr, Churchill who: was to board us. 


Next day the rain continued. The gray gulls flew about in 
the gray Scottish mists. War craft, shipping vessels and small 
boats bustled past. 

At noon, while we ate, the doors were closed on the 3,000 souls 
aboard. Someone boarded the ship, accompanied by a large staff. 
It was Mr. Churchill. 

At dusk we sailed. We slipped down the river. The huge anti- 
submarine boom was pulled back. We slipped ou into the thicken- 
ing gloom, a giant ship hurrying out to sea, the dark, grim, rocky 
cliffs of Scotland fading. 


No one save the officers on the bridge knew where 
Unknown we were. There was ice and snow. o> occasional 
bomber appeared out of the fogs, blinked her lights, flew with us 
for a while and disappeared. ; 
Now and then a destroyer or a cruiser came upon us, pounding 
in our wake for a while, only to disappear. 

All day and night the gunners were at their positions. The 
“Mary” bristled with guns and rockets. 

We must have gone far north, close to Iceland. But no one knew. 
The sleet, snow and ice were upon us. The cold wind cut like a 
knife. 

Mrs. Churchill and her daughter, Mary, came and walked the 
decks with us. The staff members did the same. Mr. Churchill 
appeared at two reviews. That was when the 1l-month-old baby 
of an English girl, married to a Canadian soldier and on the way 
to his home, joyously called out, in the.great silence, “Daddy, 
Daddy,” as Mr. Churchill appeared for one review. 


: We fled for five days, swifter than any subma- 
Nova Scotia rine. Rumors said we would land at ee York, 
at Boston, at Montreal. 

One day we picked up land. It was Nova Scotia. 
at Halifax, the “Mary” twice as long as the dock. 

The British government has released the story of how the two 
“queens,” the Mary and Elizabeth, saved the day for England and 
for Australia. They each carried as many as 20,000 troops at one 
time and 15,000 was the normal load. 

They went around and around the world; they plied between 
England and America. The Germans, fishing, reported them sunk 
time after time. They never damaged them. 

The Army and Navy knew, all through the war, how the “queens” 
had saved the day. That was why they used to curse so hard when 
they read some MP’s criticism of the “useless,” “white-elephant” 
ships. 

I’m glad to have had one of the rides.

heroes. That can’t be——” 

“Listen,” I interrupted, “‘your statistics are wrong, It isn’t any 
90 per cent. It is 99.44 per cent. May be higher than that. It’s 
mighty hard to find one fellow in uniform who isn’t a hero to some- 
one. In fact, he doesn’t even have to wear a uniform. All he has 
to have is a mother or a wife or a sister or a young son.” 

“Well, of course,” he retorted, “if you’re going to argue that 
way, I suppose you’re right. But that is beside the point——” 


“No it isn’t,” I interrupted again. “For the judgment of these 
home folks about their own is the best of all. They know them 
best. Not that they brag about it. But I, for one, am willing to 
take the evidence of the look in the eyes of the mother and the 
wife and the son of the boy who comes home from the wars. Even 
ahead of the evidence in the medals on his chest.”

Do his 
best to become a good soldier. Do the job assigned to him as well 
as he knows how, wherever and whatever that job may be.

My dear Louise: 

I’d like to offer a suggestion 
that may be of some benefit to 
you right now. And if you don’t 
outgrow your present inclination 


to be a do-gooder or uplifter or 
reformer, the suggestion may be 
used as the foundation for a 
career. 


I suggest that you learn to be a 
good psychologist and a competent 
educator, and then tackle the job 
of reforming, (prepare for a 
shock!) the job of reforming, not 
delinquent kids or prisons or the 
educational system or the govern- 
ment, but, of all things, Sunday 
schools. 


It seems a long time since I first 
went to Sunday school with a pen- 
ny clutched in a sweaty, little fist 
and came home with a leaflet and 
a card adorned with a colored 
picture of angels. If faithful at- 
tendance all through childhood 
taught me anything, it was soon 
forgotten. And I can’t see that 
Sunday schools have changed in 
any particular in half a century, 
except that they have more ex- 
pensive “plants.” 

Of course the obvious answer 
is that the Bible hasn’t changed, 
either, The schools are still using 
the same textbook, and still teach- 


ing the same fundamental truths. 


But that is equally true of secu- 
lar schools. They are still teach- 
ing the same facts and principles, 
but at least some of them have 
learned better ways to teach. 


Why should the Sunday schools 
stand still while the world moves 
ahead of them? If there is a better 
way to teach, why should it be 
limited to secular matters? 


Hitler had the help and guid- 
ance of the nation’s ablest scien- 
tists and psychologists in teaching 
normal children to be heartless 
brutes, Are Sunday schools teach- 
ing something of less importance? 


“Anything worth doing at all is 
worth doing well.” If Sunday 
schools are worth while—if they 
are trying to teach the most im- 
portant truths known to man, and 
trying to shape the lives of their 
pupils—then why in the name of 
common sense shouldn’t they have 
the benefit of the ablest child 
psychologists and the best minds 
in America in planning a way of 
teaching that will fascinate the 
children and benefit them as long 
as they live? 


Character should be built at 
home. But millions of parents 
trust the public schools and Sun- 
day schools to do the things they 
themselves do not know how to 
do. Does anybody think the 
schools of either kind are doing 
all they are capable of doing? 


Golden Texts are not enough. 
That Sunday schools are doing 
good is undeniable, but they are 
muffing a wonderful opportunity. 
If anybody cared enough, they 
could influence kids for good as 
Hitler influenced them for evil. 


There’s a job for you, Miss Re- 
former, It is worth doing, and you 
aren’t likely to work yourself out 
of a job any time soon,

End in ‘45 Possible 
But Improbable 


WASHINGTON.—Whether Japan intends to 
give up the fight before the full strength of 
_ Allied might is marshaled in the Pacific con- 
tinues to be the world’s No. 1 military question. 


The weight of official opinion in Washington still is that surren- 
der by the Tokyo government in 1945 is improbable, though 
possible. 

An end of the war sometime in 1946 is regarded by many as 
the most likely prospect. It will probably take us until then to 
bring about the necessary shift in our. forces from the European 
theater, it is argued. The War Department’s announcement of thes 
transfer of Gen. Hodges’ First Army to the Pacific is the first 
move in this direction. It takes time and a great deal of prepara- 
tions to ship sO many men over such vast distances. 


If the Japs determine to make a last-ditch resistance as the 
Germans did, the war in the Pacific could last two years longer, the 
experts say. But that seems a rather remote possibility. 


Accepting a conservative view of the situa- 
Peace Feelers tion, most informed observers foresee an 
sometime next year at the latest. This does not take mto ac- 
count the possibility that Japanese governing heads may come to 
a realization of their hopeless plight and sue for peace at the best 
price obtainable before their country is completely destroyed. 


Various reports of peace feelers by Japan have come forward 
since the German surrender. None of them has been certified 
as official, however. One such informal] suggestion coming through 
Chinese sources had the Japs offering to give up their badly bat- 
tered fleet and their practically defunct air force, if they are al- 
lowed to keep Manchuria and Korea as well as maintain their war 
industries. 

A proposal of that kind, if seriously submitted, would be sneered 
at, of course, by American and British officials. We will accept 
nothing short of unconditional surrender, the same terms imposed 
on Germany. 

Because of their peculiar mental processes it may take the Japs 
sometime to learn that, and it is not unreasonable to suppose that 
they will make several approaches to a conditional surrender in 
the meantime. Only when they do learn it are we to have 
their real attitude revealed. 


: : The Japs probably realize that they have a 
Playing for Time certain period of jockeying open to them. 
At the very earliest it should take some months before we can 
marshal the forces necessary to an invasion of the home islands. 
The bulk of these forces will have to be shifted from Europe.

may be aWaiting the final hour to bargain for peace at any price. 


Those who see an earlier end of the Pacific war are counting 
on the greatly increased bombings in the months immediately ahead 
to soften up the Japanese mood for surrender. Before the final 
invasion effort is launched the plan of our military leaders, as’ 
nearly as it can be determined, calls for the systematic destruc- 
tion of one Japanese city after another, plus a sea blockade that 
will grow progressively tighter. 

Japan is far more vulnerable to air attack than Germany was. 
Most of her industrial centers are packed along the coast into a 
land expanse no larger than the state of Mississippi or Alabama. 
We made a shambles of Germany, whose territory was spread out 


over a much greater area. 

sy Moreover, Japan is far less prepared 
Vulnerable by Air than Germany was to make a successful 
air defense. Her air force is already shattered. Our men report 
that the Jap pilots now being sent up in planes are mostly green- 
horns. They are like sitting ducks for our seasoned airmen. Some 
of the new scores being piled up by our fighters are phenomenal. 

Jap antiaircraft defenses seem to be highly ineffective also. 
On recent raids over Tokyo and other major cities our bomber 
losses have been no more than one per cent. Sometimes all of 
them get back. 

It just doesn’t seem possiblesfor Japan to stand up under this 
coming attack. Most of her food supply will be cut off by the 
tightening sea blockade and her cities will be reduced to rubble 
heaps and ashes. We are planning to drop as many bombs on 
Japan in a month as we did on Germany in a year. 

Ard that should provide the answer to the question of when 
the end is tocome. The Japs could fight on in a last-ditch resistance ~ 
that might continue for a year. But it doesn’t make sense that they 
will. A few months of intensive bombings preliminary to the in- 
vasion should put them in a frame of mind to quit the war at any 
costs,
